Local campaigns: moneyseemsto help

Money isn’t all you need to get 
into office, but early campaign 
finance statements filed by Lompoc 
City Council candidates suggest it 
doesn’t hurt a bit. 
Through 
Feb. 
23, 
the 
two 
candidates winning the largest vote 
margin in the March 5 election, E. 
C. Stevens and Sol Lefkowitz, were 
also the ones with the deepest 
campaign chests. And vice-versa. 
The poorest financed candidates 
fared the worst in the balloting. 
The only notable exception to this 
trend 
was 
Councilwoman-elect 
Charlotte Benton, who spent only 
half as much as candidate Fred 
Bock in this 
early 
period 
yet 
defeated him for the third council 
seat. 
California law requires that all 
candidates, 
winners 
and 
losers 
alike, 
file 
interim 
campaign 
financing statements on the 25th and 
seventh days prior to all state 
elections 
as 
well 
as 
final 
statements later. Statements from 
Lompoc city council 
candidates 
were due Feb. eighth and 26, each 
covering 
cum lative 
campaign 
spending since before the first of the 
year. All but one are on public file at 
City Hall. 
Final statements, covering that 
last heavy advertisting week just 
before the election, are not due from 
local candidates until April 12. 
Any candidate willing to swear, 
under penalty of perjury, that his 
campaign 
organization 
neither 


received nor spent over $500 toward 
his election is permitted to do so to 
satisfy the law. 
This 
course 
was 
taken 
by 
candidates 
Charles 
Carmichael 
(who placed fifth in the 10 candidate 
balloting), Steven Cox (sixth) and 
Walter Smith and Edwin Leach, who 
came in ninth and last. Cox’s second 
statement is not 
on city 
file, 
possibly exposing him to a $10 per 
day late filing fee. 
One candidate who could have 
filed such a statement was Mrs. 
Benton, third in the election. She 
collected 
$456 
in 
contributions 
through Feb. 23, including $40 worth 
of stamps given by a supporter. 
Candidate Bock collected $972 in 
contributions during this period, 
spending $176 of it to print flyers and 
brochures. Only contributions and 
expenditures of over $100 require 
itemization. 
Neither 
had 
large 
contributors, though Bock listed his 
own personal $100 contribution to his 
campaign conunittee. 
Both Gene Ashlock and Joseph 
Herron wound up this reporting 
period having spent more than they 
collected. Pledges were probably 
counted upon by both to make up the 
difference in the home stretch. 
Ashlock, 
who 
placed 
eighth, 
collected $60 but spent $70 in the 
early periods. 
Herron, 
seventh, 
collected 
$75 
but 
spent 
$732, 
including almost $300 for radio spots 
and $367 for printing. Obviously,

A large 
s h a re of the goods and services non­ 
c a s h contribution is attributable to

Steven s didn’t have to itemize his 
contributors, all gave under $100. 
B u t 
he 
did 
anyway 
and 
they 
inclu d ed ; developer William Ebbert 
($100), 
Judge Terril Cox ($50), 
a tto rn e y Lawrence Grossman ($50), 
D r . M . B. Kransler ($50) and Pacific 
G a s and Electric Co. San Francisco 
N e w s Bureau Chief A. J. McCollum 
($50). 
A n alyzin g 
contributions 
and 
spending 
during 
the two early 
p erio d s is interesting but can be 
m islead ing, for one reason, because 
cand id ates have a tendency to save 
th e ir hardest advertising push for 
la s t. Thse baloon expenditures came 
to o late to be reported in the most 
re ce n t statement. 
A lso , while large budgets give 
w in n in g candidates the appearance 
o f having “ bought” their offices, it 


is also true that candidates with 
more public support to begin with 
tend to consider their candidacies 
good investments. Others, who may 
suspect they’re losers anyway, may 
be wary of throwing good money 
after bad. It’s also true, of course, 
that more popular candidates often 
tend to get more in contributions 
than little known ones.

Gas price drop? 
not for 'a long time' 


WASHIN(;T0N (UPI • - it Ukely will be “a long time ” before the 
price of gasoline or other petroleum products go down, no matter 
when the Arab oil embargo ends, John C. Sawhill said today 
Sawhill, deputy director of the Federal Energy Office, said the 
nation entered a period of higher prices when shortages became acute 
after imposition of the embargo, and said he saw little chance “ for a 
long time" of any downward movement 
“ 1 wouldn’t look for any dramatic changes, ” Sawhill said in 
testifying at a hearing by a subcommittee of Congress’ Joint 
Economic Committee However, he said, with present reserves and 
the prospect of the end of the embargo, he did not see the necessity of 
instituting gasoline rationing by June 
Increased prices for gasoline are said to have caused motorists to 
cut down on their driving and this is cited in part as a reason for easing 
the gasoline supply pinch in some areas. 
Sawhill said an end to the embargo would greatly ease expected 
overall domestic oil shortages in the second quarter of the year. With 
the embargo in effect, the shortage was predicted at 11 to 12 per cent. 
Sawhill said if it ends soon, the shortage will be 2 to 3 per cent. 


Nixon subpoena 
canceled in LA 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A state 
court subpoena for President Nixon 
has been killed, averting for the 
third time in the history of the 
United States such a showdown 
between the powers of the executive 
and the judiciary. 
The subpoena died Wednesday as 
local 
charges of burglary and 
co n sp iracy 
against 
John 
Ehrlichman and two other former 
White House aides were withdrawn, 
so Ehrlichman and G. Gordon Liddy 
can be prosecuted in federal court 
on charges stemming from the same 
incident, the Ellsberg burglary. 
In an unusual action, lawyers for 
Ehrlichman and Liddy protested the 
dismissal of charges against their 
clients. 
They argued that it would be 
better for the defendants to stand 
trial here, in superior court, than in 
federal court in Washington D.C., “ a 
forum in which the rules are more 
favorable to the prosecution,’’ and 
Watergate 
publicity 
has 
been 
greater. 
Watergate 
Special 
Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski worked out the 
agreement with District Attorney 
Joseph Busch to drop state charges 
following the mdictment last week 
of 
Ehrlichman, 
Liddy, 
former 


presidential counsel Charles Colson 
and three Cuban-American “ plum­ 
bers” by the Watergate federal 
grand jury. 
They 
were charged 
with 
conspiring to violate the civil rights 
of Dr 
Lewis Fielding, Daniel 
Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist, 
by 
burglarizing his office in their 
search 
for 
information 
about 
Ellsberg during the White House 
investigation 
of 
the 
Pentagon 
Papers leak. 
At 
Ehrlichman’s 
demand, 
a 
subpoena 
was issued 
for 
the 
President, who had refused to 
appear voluntarily as a witness for 
the defense. Superior Court Judge 
Gordon Ringer ruled that Nixon, by 
his own public statements, was an 
important element in support of 
Ehrlichm an’s 
main 
defense 
ar^ment —that he was a federal 
officer following instructions from 
Nixon 
when 
he 
ordered 
the 
investigation of Ellsberg. 
It was the first such action by a 
state court judge, the first by any 
judge in 167 years and only the third 
in the history of the nation. The 
previous attempts, by federal courts 
against 
Presidents 
Thomas 
Jefferson and James Monroe, were 
settled by compromise, averting a 
major Constitutional battle. 


No guerrilla answer 
to S14 million ransom 


BUENOS AIRES (U PI) - The 
Esso Oil Co., of Argentina said 
today a Marxist guerrilla group still 
had not freed its kidnaped executive 
Victor 
E. 
Samuelson 
despite 
payment of a record $14.2 million 
ransom fee. The Argentina Navy 
said a retired navy noncomissioned 
officer kidnaped by the same group 
was found shot to death today. 
Navy officers said the murder- 
kidnap victim, Mario Reducto, was 
found at 3 a.m. in Zarate, 35 miles 
north of Buenos Aires. 
The 
Peoppe’s 
Revolutionary 
Army (ER P), a Marxist guerrilla 
group that received the $14.2 million 
from Esso abducted Reducto Feb. 
23, and accused him of heading a 
“ para police” group that tortured 
suspected leftist activists. 
Samuelson was to be released 
soon 
after 
all 
Buenos 
Aires 
newspapers 
published 
a 
paid 
advertisement from Esso saying the 
ransom demand had been met. Two 
of the city’s seven Spanish language 
dailies printed the advertisement 
this morning. Two afternoon papers 
quoted its text in news columns 
Wednesday. 
One daily newspaper told Esso, a 
subsidiary of the Exxon Corp., that it 
would publish the advertisement

Commuter bus service across the 
Bay Bridge resumed under a court 
order today despite attempts by 
striking city workers to halt the 
buses by laying down in their path at 
the San Francisco terminal. 
’There was some pushing and 
shoving in the streets around the 
terminal

struggled to keep traffic lanes clear. 
'The strikers pounded on the buses 
and then lay down in their paths 
during the peak hour. Drivers 
diverted to nearby streets to unload 
in order to prevent the AC Transit 
Company buses from backing up on 
the 8-mile-long 
bridge, already 
jammed with heavy traffic. 
No arrests were reported, and 
after a hectic hour order was 
restored, with pickets maintaining 
the court-ordered 20-foot distance 
from the buses. 
After an all-night neptiation 
session. Mayor Joseph Alioto said 
the “ money gap” was settled, with a 
$9 million annual pay increase 
offered by the city. He said the 
remaining strike issues would be 
tackled in another session today. 
Public transportation, hospitals 
and other services in the city 
remained shut down as the strike 
went into its second week. 
A court order banning pickets at 
the hospitals. Municipal Railway 
yards and the BART subway was 
ignored by the unions. City ^lice, 
backed by Alioto, were reluctant to 
move against the strikers.

March to 805 5 million gallons

on previous fuel usage. An average of 85 per cent of 
the previous totals went to the states 


Now the allocations are being formulated on past 
usage and any increases or decreases in the number of 
motor vehicles registered in the states from January 
1972 to January 1974. 
Motor vehicle registrations in California jumped 
from 5.9 million in January 1972 to 7 39 million last 
January, resulting in the state’s fuel allocation 
increase.

Its overall position is to 
uphold the status quo What 
has happened is that the 
status quo, paradoxically, 
has been altered somewhat, 
and has dragged television 
along with it. 
Video clings tenaciously 
to the status quo, venturing 
from it only occasionally, 
because telecasters know it 
is 
a 
trem endous 
commercial gamble to stray 
too far from the values of 
the middle-road audience. 
And 
no 
matter 
what 
audience television says it is 
aiming at— young, urban, 
whatever—its 
essential 
target is still the middle- 
thinking 
part 
of 
that 
audience. 
For these middle-thinking 
people are the largest part 
of the mass audience, and 
video wants to attract the 
greatest number of viewers 
with the greatest amounts 
of money so that sponsors 
are kept happy. 
If sponsors are happy, 
then the television networks 
are 
very, 
very 
happy 
because 
it 
means 
that 
advertising 
money 
is 
coming in at the higher 
rates on broadcasters’ price 
cards. 
And if the advertising 
money comes in at these 
higher 
rates, 
then 
the 
networks will make a good 


showing 
as 
corporate 
entries listed in the stock 
market 
So 
that 
means 
stockholders are content, 
dividends paid out do not 
bring 
squawks, 
and the 
financial status quo is main­ 
tained In this way, art and 
economics 
becomes 
soulmates. For the status 
quo in program content is 
directly connected to the 
status quo 
in corporate 
finance. 
You may think from time 
to time that television is 
getting rather extreme in its 
content— as compared to 
the past. But if you watch 
the home screen at some 
length, you will see the 
middle view dominate. 
Amid all the new thoughts 
and themes emerging on 
video, there is an underlying 
viewpoint—carefully 
controlled by networks and 
production companies—that 
says, 
in 
effect,that 
prudence, 
caution 
and 
slowness in social change 
are still the best courses to 
follow. 
The power of television is 
so great that even slight 
suggestions of new paths 
undoubtedly 
have 
major 
impact—perhaps most of all 
in 
entertainment 
series 
because of the sugar-coated 
approach 
But the sugar- 
coating is constant proof of 
just 
how 
far 
video's 
commercial networks really 
want to go. 
As the French say, the 
more things change, the 
more they are the same. In 
general, this is a wise and 


witty social observation, but 
in television it is almost a 
policy 
for 
existence. 
Networks want to project 
the image that they are safe 
to watch even while they are 
changing with the times. 
If commercial television 
held a pep rally, its most 
logical setting would still be 
Wall Street.

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Debate still fumes over antismog carb 


LOS ANGELKS (IJPI) — The dispute still rages over the 
Kendig Variable Venturi Carburetor and it appears unlikely 
the m atter will soon be resolved to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 
The developers of the carburetor insist it reduces emis­ 
sions while increasing mileage, but its detractors contend it 
is not the “dramatic technological breakthrough” it is 
purported to be 
Pollution Controls Industries Inc., of Torrance, Calif., 
developers of the carburetor, say they need more time to 
work out some technical problems still plaguing their 
product. 
“ It is our position, that at the pre.sent time, we are not 
ready in our development work to attempt to meet the 75 
California standards, in that we have not put forth our best 
effort,” Haig Marashlian, president of PCI, told a state 
Assembly Transportation subcommittee in El Monte. 
“That is to say, our present effort is incomplete and we 
need more time to complete this project in order to meet 
the 75 California standards.” 
Marashlian says PCI is a small firm which needs finan­ 
cial assistance from other private sources or public 
agencies to complete its work on the Kendig carburetor. 
He complained that the state Air Resources Board and 
the Environmental 
Protection Agency have not been 
sympathetic to PCI’s plight. 
“We are a small firm ,” he said. “ We have invested every 
dime each of us has plus all that we were able to borrow. 
“I am aware of the fact that the ARB has made over $8 
million in grants over the past three years, I was told we 
had two chances, zero and none. Perhaps the legislature 
should investigate who received the grants and what results 
have been regarding improving the air quality. I am also 
aware of two grants in excess of $1 million each made 
directly by the state Assembly. The same question can be 
asked here. 
“I also asked EPA officials as to the possibility of a 
federal grant and was told the only grants available were to 
develop an alternative engine. No money was available for 
carburetor development. I also wrote two letters to 
(federal energy chief) William Simon plus one wire over 
two months ago. To date we have had no reply.” 


PCI also failed in its bid to win the support of Detroit. 
“Over a year ago,” Marashlian said, “ we attempted to 
interest the auto industry as the NIH (not invented here) 
factor. The attitude of the big three is that if any .solution to 
the emission problems are to be found it certainly will be 
done in Detroit” 
Among the factors which Marashlian says make the 
Kendig carburetor a “ technological breakthrough’’ are; 
1. A constant air-fuel ratio throughout the engine 
2. Increased power and lower emissions at any altitude 
3 Elimination of any need for a choke, accelerator pump, 
multiple circuits, needle valves and jets 
4 A constant acceleration from idle to full throttle 
without hesitation. 
5. Emission control of Hydrocarbons, Carbon Monoxide 
and Oxides of Nitrogen 
6 G reater horsepower and fuel economy with a potential 
saving of “ 21-33 per cent.” 
7. Fewer parts (106 compared to 318 in the standard car­ 
buretor). 
8. Lower installation and maintenance costs than the 
standard carburetor. 


Marashlian .said the carburetor would be tested at 
independent laboratories before being resubmitted to the 
Air Resources Board, which concluded after week-long 
tests last month that “ the Kendig carburetor (the third 
produced by PC I) probably causes emissions to be neither 
greatly 
worse nor greatly 
better than 
a standard 
carburetor,’’ said Gerhardt Hass, chief of the Division of 
Vehicle Emissions Control of the ARB. 


“We have been criticized by some for not demonstrating 
more enthusiasm and interest in the Kendig carburetor. We 
have seen little foundation for their in the test record. 
Hass disputed Marashlian’s claims and listed these draw­ 
backs of the Kendig carburetor. 
1. Emissions tests show some potential improvement in 
carbon monoxide and nitrogen oxide emissions. These data 
are to a large extent offset by a finding of unacceptable 
driveability (difficulty in starting and poor acceleration). 
2. No significant effect on hydrocarbons was demon­ 
strated. 


3 A loss in fuel economy of approximately 18 per cent 
was measured 
4 The public statements and stories extolling the Kendig 
carburetor have been based on misinterpretations of very 
little test data. 
“We wish the Kendig carburetor were as great as they 
(PCI) say it is,” Hass said. “ We would be happy to give 
them another test” 
Also testifying before the subcommittee was Jack Par- 
cells, emission laboratory supervisor for Toyota, whose 
main United States plant is a Torrance neighbor of PCI. 
“ We don’t profess to say this (the Kendig carburetor) is a 
winner or a loser,” he said “ We have not seen enough 
evidence to induce us to acquire it as a manufacturing 
device or use it in our vehicles. 
“ We felt initially there was significant potential for im­ 
provement. 


“ But as it worked out, it didn’t appear to be a viable 
component for us to work further with ” 
Marashlian said he wants the carburetor tested “ when 
we are ready. 


“ We hope in the very near future we will ask the ARB to 
formally test the device.”

He 
said

virgin 
resources that are left will 
be used to supplement the 
recycled waste and scrap. 
This concept means that 
industry will have to design 
and 
produce 
consumer 
goods 
that 
are 
non- 
obsolescent, 
he 
said. 
Products will have to be 
more durable and easily 
repairable 
with 
standard 
parts and basic tools. 
All products will have to 
be labeled in such a way 
that their use, origin and 
material contents can be 
readily 
identified. 
And 
Seaborg said all products 
will have a regulated trade- 
in value and all stores will 
have to accept them. 
Manufacturers 
in 
turn 
will receive and recondition 
the used products, use their 
parts as replacement parts 
in “new’’ products or scrap 
them for recycled material. 
“ S i n c e 
l i t e r a l l y 
everything will be coded and 
tagged for material content, 
much of the high cost of 
technological 
m aterials 
s e p a r a t i o n 
w i l l 
be 
eliminated,” he said. “And 
m a t e r i a l s 
t h at 
wer e 
mixtures and alloys would 
be color-coded,magnetically 
or isotopically tagged to 
f a c i l i t a t e 
o p t ic a l 
or 
electromagnetic 
separation.”

said 
recycling and 
reprocessing also will apply 
to such things as clothing, 
bedding, 
carpeting, other 
textiles 
and

paper 
products. Animal waste will 
be used as fertilizer, fuel 
and feed. Protein will be 
grown on petroleum waste 
and 
e x t r a c t e d 
f r o m 
otherwise 
inedible 
plants 
and farm products.

Besides saving dwindling 
natural resources, he said, 
recycling could result in 
enormous energy savings. 
For 
example,

recycled steel requires 75 
per cent less energy than 
steel made from iron ore, 70 
per cent less energy is used 
in recycling paper than in 
using virgin pulp and 12 
times as much energy is 
needed to produce primary 
aluminum as to recover 
aluminum scrap. 
“ Perhaps even greater 
would be the reduction in 
the environmental impact of 
a recycle society,” he said.

Alexander Hamilton, there in the 
Olympus Club — getting bulletins on 
the impeachment inquiry over some 
kind of Transcendental Shortwave, 
and finding his famous comment in 
Federalist Paper No. 65 omitted. It 
would send him into a pet. Hamilton 
wrote that impeachment applies to 
“those offenses which proceed from 
the misconduct of public men or, in 
other words, from the abuse or 
violation of some public trust. They 
are of a nature which may with 
peculiar propriety be denominated 
POLITICAL (Hamilton’s emphasis) 
as they relate chiefly to injuries 
done immediately to society itself.” 
Then take James Madison, the 
little man called Jemmy by friends, 
the 
forem ost 
author 
of 
the 
Constitution. 
He 
e xpl ai ne d 
impeachment to fellow members 
of the First Congress. (Chief Justice 
Taft 
long 
after 
wrote 
that 
constitutional decisions of the First 
Congress 
“have 
always 
been 
regarded, 
as 
they 
should 
be 
regarded, as of the greatest weight 
in 
the 
interpretation 
of 
that 
fundamental instrument.” ) 


What said Madison? That the 
Executive must at all costs have 
power to remove subordinates since 
it makes him responsible for them: 
“subject 
him 
to 
impeachment 
himself, 
if he suffers them to 
perpetrate 
with 
impunity 
high 
crimes or misdemeanors against 
the United States, or neglects to 
superintend their conduct, so as to 
check their excesses...” 
Excesses? Did Mr. Nixon check 
Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman, Mitchell 
and Colson? So much for Madison. 
St. Clair does not dispute him. He 
does not mention him. 


But the White House brief twits 
“broad 
constructionists.” 
They 
favor, it asserts snidely “a severely 
weakened Chief Executive.” They 
are the ones who argue “that 
certain 
non-criminal 
‘political’ 
o f f e n s e s 
m a y 
j u s t i f y 
impeachment.” 


Dangerous people, these men who 
would 
impeach 
for 
political 
offenses! So let me offer testimony 
from a judicial figure, dressed in 


black. Jam es Wilson, one man of six 
who signed both Declaration and 
Constitution. He sat on the original 
Supreme 
Court 
and 
wrote 
his 
famous 
“ Lectures on Law” 
to 
explicate the document. Scholar’s 
spectables low on nose, at the club 
he would recite his celebrated 
comment, “Impeachments in the 
United 
States 
are 
confined 
to 
political 
characters 
to political 
crimes and misdemeanors and to 
political punishments.” 
“Political," it should be said, 200 
years ago, meant the business of 
government and did not pertain to 
partisanship or party. James Wilson 
was 
a 
“broad 
constructionist.” 


Rather subversive, these Founding 
Fathers,... 
This 
extraordinary 
brief 
will 
interest scholars in years to come as 
they mark the course of the Nixon 
defense. 
The 
Founding 
Fathers 
would have understood; they were 
shrewd lawyers. What does a good 
advocate do with a weak case? He 
raises irrelevances. From the start 
White House strategy has been to 
delay and obstruct, and now it seeks 
to entangle the House impeachment 
inquiry in a web of technicalities. 
Mr. Nixon hopes that foreign policy 
successes will bail him out. His 
plight grows more desperate all the 
time.
